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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Ttie claims, if amended as proposed, would not place the application in condition for allowance and would raise 
new issues requiring further consideration. The proposed amendments to claim 1 recite that the second attachment element comprises an 
insulated disc joined to an insulation jacket, and that the disc comprises a disc-shaped core element embedded in a casing; it is not clear 
whether the jacket is joined to, or embedded in, the casing, or if the Jacket is a distinct element from the casing. Further, the incorporation 
of limitations from claim 14 into the indepenendent claims alters the scope of the limitation to specifically require the second attachment 
element to comprise the disc-shaped core element embedded in a casing; originally this limitation was set forth as "wherein a disc-shaped 
core element is embedded in a casing" without linking it to any claim elements. The proposed amendment would alter the scope of this 
limitation, raising new issues requiring further consideration. 
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
